going to die suddenly and within a very 
short time, Wendell Bordenkircher.

Jlo has also known that his 
heart was not normal. To no one in 
his family did he intimate that 
had heart trouble, but when he came

would not be long before he left this 
world. The Squire wrote the will at 
Mr. Uordenkircher's dictation. 


Sunday morning Mr. Bordenkircher 


arose at 4:30. He did not complain 
of feeling ill with the exception 
of 


telling his wife that his right shoulder 
pained him considerably with rheuma- 
tism, lie left the bedroom and went 
into the kitchen. Mrs. Bordenkircher 
was awak<t 
When she did not hear 


her husband making any noise in the 
kitchen she arose and went into the 
room. Seated in a chair as though 
he had become exhausted and 
had 


sat down for a shoit nap she found 
her husband. 
She tried to arouse 


him but her 
efforts 
were useless. 


Fearing the woist Mis. Bordenkircher 
called the other members of the fam- 
ily and telephoned to the neighbors. 
But Mr. Bordenkircher was past all 
earthly aid. 


Born within a few rods from 
the 


place where lie died in Linton township 


, about two. and one-half miles west of 


Plainfleld. 'Mr. 
Ltoidenkircher had 


spent his entire life of Cl years in 
that township. Me was always prom- 
inent in/public life and was known 
from one end of the county 'to 
the 


other. 
He was possessed of unusual 


traits of character and had won for 
him during his life to a large host 
of friends all of whom are shocked at 
his sudden demise.

The troops along the Tunisian fron- 
tier and at Ghadames and Fezzan 
will als^ concentrate in the same 
district. Within a few weeks we will 
have a comp of 10.000 regulars and 
twice if not three times as many 
Arabs, well armed and disciplined.
